Thlis, under the guiding hand of one
of its Inventors, Wilbur Wright, it
flew five times In the dedication of the
gpovernment’'s tract of land to avia-

Wilbur Wright as Instructor.

With almost jdeal cdnditlons, few
apectatars. and sqarcely anough breeze
to send the little cups of the anemom-
eter .around at Lhe rate of a mile an
hour. Mr. Wright began the flighta
1o teach the ofMicers of the signal conps
hew to handle the now machine of
war he has made for them. It was the
first time he hnd ever driven “Miss
Columbla.” Béveral times, howaver,
he had witnessed his brether Orville
wend her on the way at Fort AMyer be-
fore the government scgeptance. Of
the starting rail al 395 o'clock he cir-
cled the ficld for three minutes. To
ihe spectators It appeared (hat he was
